| magnificent majority which has been accorded by the 
country. And although the article was somewhat detailed not a word was 
said as to any legislation for restricting Alien Immigration, Ia it dropped ? 
We should not be surprised. Seeing that the demand has served its only 
useful purpose of catching votes at the general election, it would be sheer 


folly to run it any further and not to let it lie by now till 
it is wanted for a similar object at some other time. How 
many or how few votes have been influenced by it is difticult 


even to conjecture. It answered Mr. H. S. Samnel’s candidature in 
Limehouse, but the sturdy Tynesiders did not feel very favourably 
disposed to Mr. Arnold White, whose fame rests upon the vehemence of his 
attitude upon the question, As we hinted last week, many things are more 
unlikely than that Mr. Chamberlain, when he comes to examine the question 
more closely, will find that he has not fully appreciated it in all its bearings. 
It so happens that the office Mr. Chamberlain fills is the very one in which 
it may be expected the difficulties of restricting Alien Immigration will be 
most felt. The colonies would by no means relish legislation, the inevitable 
effect of which would be to interfere with free and unhampered migration 
between our dependencies and the Mother Country; for if you keep out 


the “pauper” Russian you must restrain the ‘pauper’ Australian and 


Canadian. Onthe other hand the colonies require immigrants, and it is 
surely the best way to bind them to us, to send our sons to become their 
citizens. But if you restrict immigration to this country you restrict — 
emigration from it. This is an economic law that is as inevitable as it is 
invariable. Altogether the question.is by no means free from complexity. 
It is easy enough to tickle the ears of groundlings at mass meetings by 
talking nonsense about keeping foreign paupers from eating English bread 
whilst British workmen go hungry. It is when it is thought abont as a 
practical scheme that the difficulties of the question present themselves. 
And the more it is thought about the more difficulties arise. : 


Dr. Max Nordau’s letter will be found ino our Corres, 
pondence columns. Nothing was further from our thoughts- 
in the Note we published last week on Herr Nordau, than 
to depreciate, or in any way cast a slight on, his character.

This was rendered clear by the ungrudging estimate of his literary 


work, of which the same Note was chiefly composed. As for the terms 
in which we referred to Herr Nordan’s change of name we must confess that 
we fail to see in what respect they were unfair or discourteous. Herr 
Newdau seems to imagine that we insinuated that he had himself veiled 
bis identity, but we did nothing of the kind. The fact is that there has 
been a good deal of discussion in English literary circles, and even in the 
newspapers, with regard to Herr Nordanu’s name. Indeed, some weeks ago 
the editor of the Sketch appealed to the author of ‘ Degeneration” 
himself to set at rest the doubts which had arisen, an invitation which he 
declined. Only the other day, a London newspaper announced that Herr 
Nordau’s surname was Simon. This is, of course, a very trivial controversy, 


but it is the sort of thing which always occurs when a public man is promi- 


nently en évidence, In these circumstances, we were strictly accurate 
in referring to Herr Nordan’s identity being ‘ veiled,” so far 
as this country is concerned. Nor have we anything to 
reproach ourselves with in the statement that ‘‘Max Nordau’s real 
name is Simon Siidfeld.” By “real name” we, of course, meant Jewish 
name, and no one can know better than Herr Nordau that were he “ called up” 
in the synagogue his ‘Christian name” Max would not be pronounced. 
We have much too great an admiration for Dr. Nordau’s talents not 
to regret that he should have felt slighted by any remarks appearing in these 
columns.

to the Board on the 18th inst., and lost by 25 votes to 15. Both parties on 
the Board opposed it from different motives. On the progressive side it was 
opposed by Mr. Copeland Bowie, who put forward the somewhat curious 
objection that the proposal was really a form of rate aid to denominational 
teaching, and.by Mr. Stanley and others, who described the Sunday Schools 
which meet in the Board's buildings as proselytizing agencies. On the 
other side it met with almost as much disfavour. Mr. Diggle resisted the 
proposal on the ground that it was an attempt to settle a very grave question 
in the worst of all possible ways. It would tend to remove the responsibility 
for religious instruction from the hands of the Board, with. whom it at 
present rested, and it might leal to the schools being occupied by Positivists 
and Secularists. Whatever may be thought of these objections, the defeat 
of Churehwarden Barnes’ motion is of serious concern to the Jewish com- 
munity, which, until recently, had the use of the Board School premises for 
religious instruction out of school hours free of charge. Henceforward they 
will have. to pay for their u3e, and the Religious Education Board will 
have to find the funds. The cost to the Community of religious instruction 
in the Board Schools will thus be heavier than it has ever been. The

been ascribed by tradition to Jeremiah, Modern criticism 


Dirge.” has been rather tender to this tradition, and admits that 
_ Whoever wrote the ‘‘ Lamentations ” must at least have been 
a contemporary of the great prophet, It seems to us that the subjectiveness 
of their style, the passionate introduction of the writer's own personality into 
these dirges, are features that point uamistakably to the one great prophet 
whose orations were always coloured by the speaker's own feelings. Isaiah 
hal more poetic power, Ezekiel more art, but Jeremiah excels in pathos. 
This, we are aware, is an argument that cuts both ways. For, if Jeremiah 
was so artless, would he have adopted the very artificial device of using 
the acrostic form? It is well known that, like a few of tha Psalms 
the Lamentations are constructed on an alphabetical basis. Yet Jeremiah 
might very possibly have felt impelled to put a curb on his emotions by the 
use of an artificial restraint. Another suggestion is that the Dirges were

The Elegiac At one time the very notion brought a smile to the lips of 

Rhythm, scholars, but now some of the most modern of the moderns 

have come round to Bickell’s theory. In particular 

Professor Budde has been remar'sably successful with the Dirge of Jeremiah, 

He has indeed discovered the Elegiac Rhythm. Let us quote the first yer 
of Ch. i. of Lamentations, arranged on Budde’s scheme :—

The verse consists of three parts here, but the chief point to note is the 
peculiarity of the parts, Ea:h member (in the Hebrew) contains on ap 
average not more than five or six words, and 1s divided by a caesura into two 
unequal parts, the first being usually decidedly longer than the second.

SAD ALPINE ACCIDENT.

A terrible calamity, recalliog a similiar disaster a few years ago to a son of 
Mrs. Horatio Lucas, has, it is feared, befallen Mr. Henry Alfred Cohen, the eldest 
son of Mr. Alfred Louis Cohen (of Messre. Louis Cohen and Sons, 31, Throg- 
morton Street, E.C.). Mr. Henry A. Cohen was on a visit to Switzerland in 
company with a friend, Mr. Benecke, a member of the Alpine Clob. Mr, 
Benecke was engaged in making observations on the various peaks and _ passes in 
the neighbourhood of Ried, in the Lothschenthal, with a view to the publication 
of more correct guide-books for climbers. Mr. Cohen, who, like his companion, 
was an expert and experienced climber, was assisting him in this work. Early 
on Tuesday morniog, the 16th inst., the two friends started for a climb, without 
guides, as they were in the habit of doing, Mr. Benecke knowing literally every 
inch of theground. Asthey did not return within twenty-four hours, search was 
made for them over the whole of the northern range, including the Lauterbrunner 
Breithorn, with its surrounding glaciers. No trace, however, could be found 
of them, though the search was continued both night and day. The general 
Opinion is that the companiens were overwhelmed by an avalanche. A large 
cornice of snow hid fallen from one of the mountains, and it is possible that the 
unfortunate gentlemen may have been at the spot when this happened. 

The innkeeper with whom Mesers. Cohen and Benecke resided telegraphed 
t» London, with the result that Mr. Alfred L. Cohen and Mr. Benecke’s mother 
loft immediately for Switzerland, where they arrived on Sunday night. Since 
their arrival not a scrap of news had been gleaned of the missing tourists, and a 


letter received from Mr. Alfred Cohen yesterday (Thursday) morning announced 


that he had abandoned all hope and would be returning in a few days. 
Mr. Henry Alfred Cohen was but 25 years old. After attaining hig’ 
distinctions at Oxford he entered his father’s firm last October.

THE ELECTIONS, 


Sir,—In your “ Leader” of last week objection is taken to the exercise of 
political influence by the Jewish clergy and also by others who have “ won the 
communal confidence.” And then it is stated that “ influence must be restricted 
to the sphere in which it has been acquired.” May I ask why? This is 
certainly a novel doctrine. Surely the the man who has acquired influence by 
any honourable means, and even he who has little or no public influence is 
justified in exerting himself in a cause which he believes to be vital to the 
interest of his country. In the course of that ‘‘ Leader”’ it is stated that there 
is ‘absolutely no reason for supposing that a clergyman, as such, has a clearer 
political insight than the more ordinary of his congregants.” True! But is 
there any reason to suppose that his political insight is less clear than that of 
his most ordinary congregants? A clergyman is ostensibly a man of education > 
and has a good deal of time for calm reflection, It seems rather hard upon him 
that he should be required to abstain from giving expression to bis political 
views on account of his calling. He is more likely to exercise himself in politics 
in a less obnoxious manner than many a layman. It seems quite opposed to the 
democratic spirit of the age to place any disability around the clergyman or 
indeed against the follower of any other calling. Moreover, in the present political 
campaign there are special questions upon which the clergyman of all denomina- 
tions has a peculiar title to interfere,namely, the question of voluntary or denomi- 
national schools. ‘I'he clergymen of the Church of England have an obvious right 
to defend their institution,which was threatened, no less than dissenting ministers 
have the right to plead for disestablishment. But apart from all these special 
questions, there are the broad imperial issues upon which thinking men of every 
pursuit must form convictions—and having done so, it would be superhuman if 
they were not to seek to propagate those views. Of course, no rational person 
would desire the pulpit to be converted into an electioneering platform, but out- 
side their place of worship they have as much political right as any other men.

LUIGI MENDL. 


The Jewish body in Roumania has sustained a heavy loss by tho death, 
which took place early this month at Baden, near Vienna, of M. Luigi Mendi, of 
Galatz. Born at Tabor, in Bohemia, in 1825, M. Mendl went at an early age ‘to 
Galatz, where he founded the important firm of L. Mendl and Co., of which |¢ 
remained the head for close on half-a-century. He was not only known aia 
large-hearted philanthropist amongst his own co-religionists, but his charities 
extended to all who were in distress, irrespective of creed or race. The esteem i 
which he was held in the commercial world, and the respect entertained for him, 
owing to his many high qualities, met with the fullest recognition in the sym- 
pathetic obituary notices published in the various newspapers of (ilatz. XM. 
Mendl remained a loyal subject of the Emperor of Austria, and was President «f 
the Austrc- Hungarian Benevolent Society of Galatz from the day of its founde- 
tion. About 40 years ago he was appvinted Consul-General for Swoden and 
Norway for the whole of Roumania, and held this post until his death. He was 
the possessor of the following decorations: The Austrian Orders, Franz Joseph 
aud Iron Crown, the Crown of Roumania, the Wasa Order of Sweden, the Polat 
Star of Norway, the St. Maurice and St. Lazire and the Crowa of Italy and th 
Saviour of Greece, In 1848 he married Nina, daugnter of Signor Vita Salem, of 
Trieste, whom he leaves together with thre sons and four daughters to mouri 
his loss. The eldest son Jacques, married Miss de Pass, daughter of Mr. Elias de 
Pass, and the youngest son, Marco, is married to Gertrude, daughter of Mr. Fred. 
B. Halford. 

The deceased was buried in the baantiful Jewish cemetery at Biden, and on 
the same day a solemn requiem was held in the Temple at Galatz, which was 
attended by the Military and Civil Authorities, and by the principil J ewish and 
Christian inhabitants of Galatz and Braili. M. Mendl’s only surviving broth

THE COLONIZATION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


We have already printed a remarkable series of communications on the 
active assistance which Jewish Engli hmen and immigrants gave in bringing 
into the pale of commerce and civilisation those rich countries in Southern 
Africa, on which the attention of the world has lately been concentrated by 
the gold discoveries. The European States are all on nearly the same level of 
culture, and a t ifling advantage decided which of them was to win in the 
contest for the more desirable of the hitherto uncultivated places of the earth. 
England and Holland haprened to be hospitable to a quick-eyed, energetic race 
of persecuted men, and the Dutch race and the British have made their own 
these parts of Africa, where neither the native inhabitants nor tbe climate 
offered a formidable resistanc:—in other words the parts of the Continent 
which were most worth having. It was precisely the same with New Holland, 
afterwards Australia. How new it allis, this knowledge and prosperity of the 
Cape, Natal, the Transvaal, the Orange Iree State, and British South Africa 
generally, will strikingly appear from a little work which we propose to review, 
though it was first published in 1836. Mr, Nathaniel Isaacs, cousin of 
Mr. Saul isaac, who was some time M.P. for Nottingham, published in 
1835 his * Travels and Adventuresin Eistern Africa, description of the Zoolus, 
their Manners, Customs, &:., with a sketch of Natal, Ia two volumes, London 
Churton, Holles Street.’ The book is one of the earliest authorities on Natal | 
anda copious extract from it is given by. Mr, John Bird in his collection of 
official and other documents re!atmg to the colony which Méssrs, P, Davis and 
Sons published at Pietermaritzburg in 1888. 

Mr, Isaacs belonged to a family which has for years had, and still has, com- 
mercial connections with the West Coast cf Africa. He left England in 1822, 
at the age of 14, for St. Helena, where his maternal uncle, Mr. Solomons, was a 
well-known merchant, Consul for the King of the Netherlands and the King of 
the French. In 1825 he accompanied Lieutenant King, R.N., to tha established 
colony of the Cape, and thence on an exoedition to Natal, Natal was not 
formally annexed by Great Britain till 17 years later; nor had it yet been 
reached by the Boers. It had been named by the Portuguese, but remained 
savage and inhospitable, The natives knew so little of Europeans, that they 
speared all shipwrecked crews, conceiving them to be different animals to them- 
selves, and of the baboon species. ‘To them the ships they oczasionally saw 
were great shells containing each one family of this white-faced, jabbering race ; 
and the crews were supposed to feed upon elephants’ tusks and salt water. These 
sea-monkeys came near the coast in stormy weather; it was known that they 
would p:ck up ivory from the beach if it were left there for them, and 
would leave behind glittering beads which they dredged up from the bottom 
of the sea. This was the belief of the coast natives; but some of them had 
lately acquired the opportunity of coming to a juster conclusion from the 
landing of a few Englishmen, Lieut. Farwell, Mr. Fynn, Mr. Davis, Mr, Cane, 
and others, with Lieut. King, who now returned to the coast bringing with him 
the young gentleman to whom he refers in his diary as “my companion, Mr, 
Isaacs,’ The object of the expedition was the relief, if necessary, of Mr, Farwell 
and party, and also commerce and discovery ; and Mr, Isaacs’ account of if, 
embraces a space of nearly seven years, the period of his travels in “the Zola 
and Fumos countries, besides a short visit to the Comoro Islands.’ Farwell was 
safe, but there was no communication batwecn the Caps and Nital, and his 
fate was uncertain to the Government of Cape Colony. The “ York” had been 
fitted out by the Government to get news of him, and Lieut. King sailed i: the 
merchant brig ‘‘ Mary” for a similar purpose. , 

King and his young friend Nat, Isaacs found Farwell, they had interviews 
with Chaka, the Zulu King, took the coast natives under their protection, and 
established fertile farms, which the Zulus afterwards laid waste. Ina these 
volumes for the first time we find words of the Zalu language, which have since 
become too familiar to English ears; induna isa chief; kraala town; impian 
army; the dreaded assegai is the native weapon\ Medicine men and chiefs are 
as cruel and wicked in this sober narrative/as in the pages of Mr, Rider 
Haggard; but there are no mines of King Soldmon, Iron and silver mines are 
mentioned ; there is not a word about gold. The only product sought is 
ivory, 

_ Lieut, King died of disease in Natal, and Isaacs was wounded in fighting for 
King Chaka, with his European weapons, which terrifizd the hostile blacks, 
Chaka gave the reward mentioned in the following passage :— 


“ As a remuneration for the presents he had received from me, as well as for 
my attention to his people on the last mission, and for the wound [ had received 
la the war in Ingoma, he created me chief of Natal, and granted to me the tract 
of country lying from the river Umslutee to the river Uailass, a space of twenty- 


and forests near the point, and the exclusive right of trading with his people, 
After he had made his mark, as his signature to the grant, the interpreter made 
his, which happening to be larger than that of the King, the latter asked, in a 
stern manner, how it was possible that a common man’s name could be greater 
than a King’s? Insisting on having the pen and grant again, he scribbied and 
made marks all over the blank part, and said, ‘there,’ pointing to his signature,

Jacob the interpreter was a Hottentot. At tho bick of our copy of the 
grant is a hands»ms map by Me, Isiacs, dated 1823, and lithographed by 
Standidge, London, of Eastern South Africa, from Delagoa Bay on the north, 
to St. John’s River on the south. North of Natal, off Umslatus, opposite two 
river mouths, are the words : 
January, 1827, these two rivers were surveyed by Captain Kiog and Mr. 
Isaacs, and found to be navigable for small cratts. By permission, and with 


the assistance of the natives, I planted the Uaion Jack and formally took 
pos:ession of the country.” 


The book contains many curicus and instructive details about the Zalu 
nation in those early days, their customs, their utter absence of religion, their 
women ; and describes the infant colony or station formed by Mr, Isaac3, which 
he had to leave hastily on the reported arrival of the devastating army of the 
successor of Chaka, A map of Natal harbour and a few engravings also appaar 
in the volumes, which are to ba found in the British Museum, under 1017 h, 15. 

The work must have been a useful handbook t» those who subsequently 
proceeded to Natal. Mr, Isaacs warm'y advocates the annexation of Natal by 
Great Britain ; and th’s course was ultimately adopted in 1342. 

Mr. Nathaniel Isaacs afterwards traded again on the West Coast of Africa, 
and we find him in 1835 petitioning the Government against French interference 
with hiscommerce at Portendc. He complains of outrageous condinet by two 
French brigs of war, under the c mmand of the Governor of Senegal, towards 
the English brig ‘‘ K iza,” trading from Sierra Leone and belonged to Me. G, U,

CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Jewi3) Convalescent Home 
was held on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel, Mr. Marcus N. AbLER was 
voted tothe chair, and among tho-re present were Mrs, H. L. Bischotfsaeim 
(President), Mrs KE. Jacob, Mrs. Simeon [aazirus, Mrs. Henry Solomon Miss 
Isabel Goldsmid, Miss Adler, Mr. E kan N. Adier, Mr. G. 5S, Joseph, Mr, B. 
Kisch, and Mr. James H. Solomon. 

In the annul report which was submitted to the meting, the Committes 
claim that the the two institutions, Norwood and Brighton, have during the past 
year increased in efliciency, Their anticipations with regard to the usefulaess 
of the seaside branch at Brighton continue to b2 realised. Duriog last year 
Norwood accommodated 314 inomites. It bocame necesiary to alter the 
sanitary system of the buiiding so as being it int> accord with molern 
ideas of scientific sanitation. Tuis involved an extraordinary expenditure of 
about £40). At Brighton, 218 patients were admitted during the year. This is 
a slight falling off, but is accounted for by the Medical O.lizers having urged 
that in order to secure the mo;t beanelital results to the health of the con- 
valescents availing themselves of the benetfi's of the institution, it wasimperative 
to extend the period of their admission from three to four weeks, and in several 
instances it was thought advisable to give inmates the benefit of the seaside for 
five and even six weeks. The Committee record the loyal and efhcient manner 
in which they are assisted by the matrons, Mrs, Hatehwell (Norwood), and Miss 

Latte (Brighton), and the great help they derive from douors of gifts in kind, 
such gifts in many instances enabling the patients to be better clad and more 
generously dieted than would otherwise b3 possible. ‘Ibe Honorary Medical 
Officers : Dr. Maurice Davis and D:.

THE GENERAL ELECTION. 


Tue General Election is substantially at an end, and all those interested i 
political affairs are counting gains or losses from their particular points of 
view. Though the Jews have no politics as such, there is a Jewish point of 
view, which is determined partly by religious feeling, partly by sympathies of 
race, partly by our attachment to individuals or families whom we know and 
trust. The personal element is always the most interesting on the surface ; 
it was pleasurably exciting to scan the newspapers every day, and more than 
once in the day, in order to learn who was “in” and who was “out.” The 
Jewish candidates have done fairly well. It is a sign of the times that 37 
years after Jewish emancipation the supporters ofa Conservative Ministry form 


Mr. Bensamin Louis 
STeaginn of She Jewish Board of Guardians, and a Vice-President of the 
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United Synagogue, has so thoroughly deserved. the confidence of East 
Islington, that he returns to Parliament with a majority four or five 
jimes as great as that which previously sent him to Westminster. 
Baron Henry pE Worms has also largely increased his majority at 
Liverpool. Mr, Harry S. Samort, Member of the Council of the West 
London Synagogue, has converted a minority of 170 into a majority of 590 
for the Conservatives in the Limehouse Division of the Tower Hamlets. Mr. 
Harry H. Marks fought a hard battle for another division of the Tower 
Hamlets, that of St. George’s-in-the-East, and conquers Mr. J. W. Bann 
by four votes. Among Liberal-Unionist candidates, Sir Junian Gotpsmip 


was returned for South St. Pancras by a majority 800 greater than last 


time, and this in spite of his illness and inability to meet the electors. The 
result is doubly satisfactory, because his opponents had the temerity to urge 
against Sir JuLian the cry “no alien Jews,’ which elsewhere was adopted 
by members of other parties. We are glad to see this unscrupulous appeal 
to ignorant prejudice recoil upon the heads of those who attempted to 
profit-by it. Nothing hurts a party so much as an obvious attempt to 
make capital by an unfair attack. Baron Ferpinanp vs 


another Liberal-Unionist, was returned without a contest for the Aylesbury . 


Division of the county of which Lord Roruscuitp is Lord Lieutenant. 
Sir Montacu.is the only Jewish Radical elected. Mr. Hernert 
S. Leow has lost his seat in the general debacle, while Lord WANpswortn 
was able to contemplate the troubled sea of politics in the Stowmarket 
Division (where a Conservative won easily) with the serene indifference of an 
Epicurean divinity. Even Whitechapel gave a greatly diminished majority 
to the President of the Federation of Synagogues, and a striking event in 
the election was the letter Lord Rorascuitp wrote in favour of the Conser- 
vative candidate, which must have detached many voters from his opponent. 
Such diversity of public views is a forcible testimony to the non-existence of 
a Jewish vote at the present time, though questions might arise that would 
uuite the Jews almost as one man. Colonel Francis A. Lucas failed to 
win aseat for the Government in Louth, Lincolnshire. Six Liberal candidates 
were unsuccessful, while each commanded large polls, Mr. S. F. Meypu at 
Plymouth, Mr. Berrraam S, Srravus at West Marylebone, Mr. H. H. 
RavuagL in North St. Pancras, Sir Isragsu Harr at Hythe, Mr. L. 
Kk. Poke, Q.C., in Wiltshire (Wilton), Mr. Herseat L. Samoxr in 
Oxfordshire (Henley). Councillor Jacons failed to win a second seat for 
the Conservatives at Northampton. Mr. Arruur Strauss, the Liberal 
Unionist, who has supplanted Mr. Con; Bgarg, in the Camborne division of 
Cornwall, is connected by family ties with the Jews, though we do not find 
his name in any of our charity lists. 


While these personal efforts and successes (and a candidature not 
immediately crowned by election is often a real success) are easy to record 
and appreciate, it is of vastly greater difficulty, and much higher impor- 
tance to endeavour to ascertain the great currents of national sentiment in 
the electorate which has just chosen its representatives. The strong 
Unionist re-action may have various meanings. We believe that it 


indicates what on the surface it appears to indicate—a determination to 


keep the United Kingdom united. Both parties profess to seek this aim ; 
the more direct and obvious way of attaining it is that of the Unionist 
side; andeven a Gladstonian Liberal may rejoice in the voting, so disastrous 
to his merely party interests, which shows that the object he would gain in a 
somewhat ingenious and far-fetched way, by.relaxing the union for minor 


purposes in order that it may be stronger and more heartfelt for the greatest 


national ends,is an object dear to the mass of his fellow-couatrymen. Was there 
an ignobler motive at work in some of the English constituencies? Did some 
antipathy to the competition of Irish harvesters and labourers animate the 
usually fair and tolerant mass of English opinion? The politician at large 
may concern himself with this enquiry, to us it is of deeper interest to know 
whether the like feelings in a few industrial centres were to any real and 


influential extent roused against the Jewish immigrants. It is futile to judge 
the policy of the country by the noisy cries of a few elections. The price of 


°ggs Is not regulated by the demand for missiles at party meetings ; nor is 
the policy of the country identical with the platitudes which are most used in 


popular assemblies, merely because they are easily understanded of the people, 


Many orators, of various degrees of eminence, have denounced A lien Immigra-

It is hoped for their own sake and for the sake of Great Britain that no 


arbitrary laws of exclusion will prevent suitable immigrants from further 
enriching this country by their labour, The greatest interest of English 
Jews is the prosperity of England. The power and happiness of this country 


are the chief hope of those who have at heart the cause of progress and 
elyilisation all over the world.

Lefevre, and others. They gave it an emphatic denial, This led me to bring 
the matter before the Independent Tailors’ Union, and to establish an Executive 
Committee of the Government Workers’ Branch to deal with it. This Committee 
submitted the workers to a searching examination, and obtained duly certified 
statemeats from them of the names and addresses of their employers, the rate of 
wages, and the hours of their employment, and each witness was required to 
make a written declaration that he was prepared to swear to the truth of his state- 
ment in a court of law. The result of our enquiries was to confirm in every 
particular the charges of sweating which had been made.” 

‘ What 1s the average rate of wages ?” 

_ “The average earnings of the men for working from 7 a.m. till midnight 
daily are 123. a week, and the average earnings of the women are from 5s. to 7s. a 
Week. 


‘ Forhapa it would be more satisfactory if you could furnish us with epecific 
particulars.” | 


“ Here are the entries copied from books which were produced at the meeting 
held at these offices, during last September :—_ 

(1) A machinist proved that he received the following prices —‘ Postmen’s 
great coats, 03 por dozen; telegraph messengers’ great coats, 4s. 9d.; with - 
pockets, 53.94. ; Royal mail-drivers’ frock coats, 63. ; Royal mail-drivers’ jackets, 
4a, Od. London telegraph messengers’ blouses, 3s, 9d. ; country telegraph mes- 
sengers blouses, 33.

ALIEN IMMIGRATION. 


The Board of Trade returns for the six months ending June 30 show that 17,06» aliens 
arrived during that period, all of whom have come to stay with us. This steady inrush of 
needy foreigners has now been going on for years, with results which are being more 
severely félt every day by native workers. : It is little short of criminal blindness to shut 
our. eyes to the inevitable consequence of this invasion of the country by a horde of 
starving aliens, who are willing to sell themselves, body and soul to employers for wages 
which no self-respecting Englishmen would accept. But in the end the native has to 
suffer ; the bread is literally taken out of his mouth by his alien competitor, and he finds 
himself wandering about the streets and the roadsides of his native land a starving and 
helpless outcast. Is this right? The urgency of taking steps to regulate and control 
foreign immigration has now become a matter of supreme importance, whatever may tave 
been the opinions held upon the subject a few years ago, when especial causes were at work 
to swell the number of these undesirable visitors. It is perfectly clear that Englands now 
regarded asthe natural refuge for the superfluous population of the Continent; an‘ that 
being so, it behoves all who have the welfare of the working classes at heart to stir Up. 
public interest upon this all-important subject. 


This small cloud will presently develop into a storm, unless we can prove to the 


English workers that foreign Jews are as inimical to sweating as the Trades

MEDIEVAL MEMORIES, 


Anyone who is familiar with ancient and medieval forms of mourning, has 
no difficulty in understanding the methods chosen for celebrating the Ninth of 
Ab, Just as joy was exhibited by floods of light and music and song, by white 
or bright coloured attire, by merry greetings, by indulgence in meat and wine 
and other cheering food, by sitting on soft and luxurious cushions, sorrow 
was displayed by gloom and the absence of melody, by black dresses, by silent 
rencontres of friends, by sitting on the ground, by a vegetarian and strictly non- 
alcoholic diet, and a measured one at that. “All the signs of meurning for the 
dead are to be observed on the Ninth of Ab, but all the signs are to be 
intensified” (’), It is sometimes supposed that the use of black draperies is 
restricted to the Sephardic synagogues. This is by no meanstrue. In many 
German congregations, similar signs of grief prevailed in the Middle Ages, and 
still linger on here and there, Thus, at Frankfort, where they had no special 
curtain for the Ark for use on this day, they turned the usual one inside out, 
and set it with its embroidered face to the wall, The worsbippers put on 
mourning garb and suspended from their bats long black streamers, which they 
caught up in their hands (’?), But it was chiefly in the Orient that black 
luxuriated on the Ninth of Ab. To the Moslem, black is hateful: he wears it 
only when in deepest grief. The.Jew is forced to wear black all the year round 
in the East, excepting of course the “ protected’ inhabitants of the coast towns. 
It is no special thing, then, for a Jew to appear in the Mellah decked in black ; 
to show his grief on the Ninth of Ab, he decks his synagogue, too, in dismal attire. 
He takes the Scroll of the Law from its silver case, removes the bells and 
beautified mantle, and substitutes a black serge wrapping, simple in its mournful 
weirdness, In fact, this part of the Ninth of Ab rite is, I feel convinced, derived 
from Moslem, and not from Christian example; it c1me from the Kast, not 
from the West. Surely it cannot be doubted that the dirges, too, are Eastern 
in type, that the abandonment to grief, as shown in tearful, moving, unmelodious 
tunes, is but an echo of the Oriental tendency to self-pity. But the Jew has 
never been a mere imitator, and hore, too, he introduces something of his own 
nature. He sets some of the dirges to merry tunes, and sings joyously between 
his tears, for he has gone through a real life, and knows its incessant contrasts, 
This admixture of the merry with the miserable is found on the Ninth of Ab all 
the world over, andit says much for the reality of Judaism. Judaism is indeed a 
living copy of life, and it showed its marvellous power to win men’s love through 
their humanity in the tradition that just as the Temple fell on the Ninth of Ab, 


- gothe Messiah would come again on that self-same day ("*). 


Of course the merry notes are rare on this anniversary. Yet art is never 
absent, The tricks of the Cantor in the Middle Ages were worthy of the actor, 
Indeed, a Jew gifted with a voice and emotional power, having no other outlet 
to his talent, was perforce compelled to insinuate soma of the devices of the 


stage into the synagogue, With slow step the Cantor would advancsa in 


front of the Scroll (‘) sighing, like a love-lorn tenor in the opera,: “Mourn, O 
Liw! for thy beauty is veiled to-day,” or he would take a handful of ashes and 
strew them in the Ark murmuring “ Ashes in place of sashes "—if I may thus 
attempt to reproduce the Biblical pun (*), Butin the evening the theatrical 
element was even more marked, and I am not using theatrical in a disrespectful 
sense. The candles were lit for evening prayer, droned to dirgeful tunes. The 
Cantor would be seated on the steps leading up to the Ark, The beadle then 
would go round and extinguish all the candles, leaving but one to give a dim 
religious light at the small table by which the Cantor would lie prostrate as he 

ead the “ Lamentations of Jeremiah.” Now was his opportunity. If he has 
power to move an audience to tears, now he will use it! But stay, before he 
begins, a white-haired elder rises and says inthe vernacu’ar, Arabic, Spanish or 
English as the case may be (‘): “ Thus and thus many years are passed since 
the First Temple fell, thus and thus many years since the Second Temple was 
destroyed, yet are we not saved, Woe unto us, we have sinned, Each of us in 
whose days the Temple is not again built up is as he in whose days the Temple 
was destroyed,” Tears and groans greet this announcement, Let it not be held 
strange that the vernacular was used, for curiously enough the use of the 
vernacular has long been common on the Ninth of Ab, The Sephardim in 
London, of course, would not dream of translating the Haphtorah into English, 
but they do translate it verse by verse into Spanish on this fast day (’). Then 


came the “ Lamentations.” The Cantor began in a whisper, but a whisper that. 


could penetrate. Gradually his voice rose, until as the end came near, its full 


Volume swelled forth in dire, distressful tears. As he proceeded the congre- 


gation punctuated his lines with sighs of “ Woe! Sorrow!” or with the 
exclamation “OQ God, Remember.” Perhaps he would g>a step further, He 
would place the Scroll not on a desk or table but-on the recumbent back of a 


fellow-worsbipper who would kneel in front of him—: further type of Zion’s 


glory trailing in the dust (*). | 


At home, before this scene was enacted—and now I am talking of Jews all 
the world over—there came a fitting preparation. Maeny Jews imagine that | 


the delivering of homilies in the home is un-Jewish, but this is mere 
ignorance, The home sermon was a familiar Jewish institution in the 
Middle Ages ; as, indeed, was street preaching in the Jewish ghettos, Well,

quite over ("), But Jews were often gifted with good sens: ; andia the Middle | 


Ages when the non-Jewish rabble jeered at the sight of the bare-footed Jews, 
R. Joel Levi, of Wurzburg, in 1220, ordained that this rite was not to be observed 
except within the precincts of the Jewish quarter. If the fast fell on a Sunday, 
then on the Saturday evening they would go to synagogue in their boots, but 
would remove thew, no doubt with a woeful clatter, when the’ Cantor read 
1393 ("), I must not omit one point, In the Middle Ages an official called the 
Schul-Klopfer (?, used to summon people to synagogue by knocking at the doors 
of the congregants’ houses, and also by blows dealt at the door of the synagogue, 
But on the eve and morning of the Ninth of Ab this summons was omitted, 


though at the afternoon service the ordinary habit was resumed. No greetings 
passed between friends, and most marked token of all, those who were called 
up to the Law were not saluted with the customary 71> 1" as they completed 


the Mitzrah, 


To describe the way in which they passed the time not spent in the syna- 


gogue, is easily done in a few lines, They did little work, and les: reading. 


There is evidence that it was occasionally found difficult to restrain the idle 


congregation from indulging in frivolous occupations to while away 
the dreary time, But, on the. other hand, some spent the whole 
night and day in synagogue, as on the Day of Atonement, but 
curious to tell, no weird legends have grown up round the Black: Fast, as 
they have round the White. Perhaps this is because ths Jews on the former 
occasion themselves visited the graves of the dead, and thus there was no room 
for ghostly intruders among the living,as on Av! Nidre night. Why didthe Jews 
visit the cemeteries? First, no doubt, because of the general mourning 
complexion of the whole celebration, but there was another reason. Especially 
in the Est,pilgrimages are made on this day to the supposed graves of departed 


prophets and other Jewish worthiss of remote or nearer antiquity. Here is a 


beautiful instance of solidarity. No doubt many Jewish ascetics in the Middle 


Ages and in Talmud times wished to go further. They wi-hed so to link their 
griefs with those of their fathers that they sought throughout their lives to 
retain tokens of sorrow as memorials of the destruction. These memorials, 
however, if I treat them at all, must be reserved foraspecial article. The visits 
paid to the tombs on the Nioth day of Ab belong to the most poetical of these 
memorials, Some may call them superstitious : I think, myself, that poetical is 
the right word to use. For on the Ninth of Ab, the Midrash tells us, the 


Patriarchs move in their graves with grief, and weep at the sight of their chil- 
dren's exile, In Kalir’s beautiful dirge, beautifully translated by Miss Nina 
Davis (") Jeremiah is represented as standing at the Cave of Machpelah: where 
the Patriarchs lie buried. Kalir opens thus :— 


The Prophet standing by the fathers’ graves, 

With soul o’erwhelmed he speaks, for solace craves ; 
‘“ How can ye lie at rest, beloved ones, 

While sharpened swords oonsume your captive sons ? 
Where now, O fathers, lurks your merit rare’ 

In that vast wilderness of land laid bare ? 

They cry each one with lamentation sore 

For children banished, sons that are no more ; 

They pray imploring witha cry for grace, 

To Him who dwelleth in the realms of space. 

Ah! where is now God's promise made of old ? 

‘FE will not my first covenant withhold.’ ” 


One by one the Fathers rise and implore God's help on behalf of his 
sorrowing children, At last this gracious message of God is given in response to 
their pleading.

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“IAN MACLAREN” ON JEWS AND PATRIOTISM. 


A SERMON TO CHRISTIANS AND A LESSON TO JEWS. 


The Rev. Jotn Watson, of Liverpool, was the preacher announced for 
the evening service at the opening of the new Congregational Church at 
Hampstead last week, and the crowded gathering that settled down with such 
manifest expectation of a sermon out of the common, give many evidences 
duringits progreses—to a Jew and synagogue attendant somewhat startling— 
that they thoroughly undcrstood and appreciated the remarkable discourse 
to which it was indeed a privilege to listen. Mr. Watson is a two-fold per- 
sonality. In propria persona he is the hard-working minister of a great Presby- 
terian Church at Liverpool, where his sermons attract, week afler week, by their 
masculine religion which rings ever true and their literary beauty which never 
palls, congregations composed of the most intelligent men and women in the 
great cultured capital cf the North-West of England. To Hoglish speaking 
people throughout the world, Mr. Watson is also “Ian Maclaren, author of 
Beside the Bonnie Briar Bush,” one of the best books produced in recent days, 
a jewel of so pure a ray that it shines resplendent in that casket 
of similar gems which we owe to the genius of men like 
Mr. Barrie and Mr. Crockett. There were, no doubt, hundreds in the packed 
church at Hampstead who expected much from the gifted man who was to 
address us, but certainly no Jew could have anticipated words which would go 
so straight to his heart as did much of the message that Mr. Watson had to 
deliver. The subject of his address was the religion of patriotism, It had been 
urged against Christianity; at times, said Mr. Watson, that while it aimed at 
sanctifying the individual life, it somewhat missed in many needed places, the 
religion of nationality. This was never true of Judaism, which was bound up 
in the national feeling from the moment when a band of emancipated brethren 
stepped forth asa “nation” to receive a religion until national sins brought 
about national downfall. It was delightful to hear Mr, Watson say that the 
prophets were nearly all politicians, ‘To hear from him the remark that it was 
impossible to understand Isaiah, unless be was regarded as a statesman, was a 
refreshing contrast to the narrow views of so many worthy Christian theologians 
who, in their anxiety to provide an historical forecast of the Jew of Nazareth, 
are accustomed to rob Isaiahs political predictions of their local significance 


to Christianity alone. Very significant—something to be thought well over— 
was his further remark that if the appearance of Jesus and the trend of bis 
teaching had not been so involved in purely political issues, the world might 
have been dominated now by a religion very different to what we know as 
Christianity to-day. Patsiog on to illustrate what he meant by a truly religious 
patriotism, Mr. Watson pointed to the Jew of later times, ‘Has history,” 
asked he, in effect, “ produced so noble a patriot as the Jew? Without a land, 
without a State, bis devotion to the ciuse of his nationality has kept it alive in 
the Jewish beart. See his endurance, see his unspeakable misery, see almost 
every human feeling tempting him to give up his Jewish patriotism ; see him— 
throughout it all—steadfast in his loyalty to bis past, staunch in his’ hope and 
trust for his future—see the Jew, noblest type of patriot, reverence him asa 
man—respect him asan example!” Referring to the Puritans—and one was 
giad to notice his beautiful reference to Cromwell, and the appreciation with 
which it was received—the eloquent preacher justly remarked that the spirit of 
the Old Testament prophets was the inspiration of the Roundheads, and he 
appealed to Congregationalists, as the heirs, perhaps the descendants, 
of the Paoritans, to make their ideal of national duty a concep- 
tion drawn from the well spring of the Old Testament religion which 
would make the nationality of our dear England firmly set upon that fast 
foundation of the permanent policy of a great people, upright living at. home 
ard unbending righteousness abroad, To the Jewish auditor of “Ian> 
Maclaren,” the first blush of delight at his eloquent testimony to the splendid 
endurance of Jewish nationalism gave place to a deeper blush of shame at the 
thought that the Jews we know are so fast losing that magnifisent loyalty to 
Our classical traditions. What would this Christian say of Jews who were 
trying to eliminate the references to Jewish nationality from their very prayer- 
book where they stand doing double duty as monuments to past tena.ity and 
were giving up nine- : 
of their raison d étre, that the hopes of Jews had survived 
without to die of miserable self-slaughter in the end, Hs would tell these 
Jews that, were this to happen, the world would be the poorer and that the 
unjust contumely of nearly 2,000 years would rise up at last in one universal 
verdict of well-merited contempt. He would use the Jew no more as an 
example—he would refer to him then as a warning. If the Jew 
“pleaded the practical difficulties of immediata realisation, he would 


quote to him bis own prophet’s courage : “ Every valiey shall be filled up ; every 


hill shall be razed” that stands between an earnest man and 
Heaven-consecrated ambition, He would tell the Jew that 
world are upon him yet and that whatever the bigoted and the ignorant may sa 
here and there, the awakening generosity of the Christian conscience can ne 
regard what Jews have done and can do, as such, without confessing at last: 
“Surely this great nation is a wise and understanding people,”

A MODEST PRAYER BOOK. 


Prayers for Jewish Working Girls, by Lity H. Monracv, 


There ia a beautiful saying of the greatest poet of our era, that “’Tis not 
what man does which exalts him, but what man would do.” And, in reviewing 
a little book such as the charming anthology of prayers compiled by Miss Lily 
Montagu, one is forcibly impressed with its truth. For it is the underlying 
motive of the work that imparts to its gifted author a distinction, which the 
most ambitious literary achievement per se could not confer. 

To give expression to the emotions and aspirations of cthers is always a 
difficult task, and the extent to which Miss Montagu has succeeded ia her labour 


of love, can, of course, only be proved by the reception accorded to her book by 


those in whose interests it has been written. Yet, even if it be denied the 
recognition it deserves, it cannot fail to serve a beneficent purpose, as an 
example of the spirit which permeates the ‘“‘new woman” in our community, 
who is profoundly conscious of the sublime possibilities of a self-realising 
daughter of Ierael. | 

The ignorance of Hebrew which marks the average Jewish working girl, 
and hcr lack of interest in the House of Prayer, and everything appertaining to 
it, are painfully apparent to all whose lines have fallen at times in a centre of the 
labouring classes. It is, therefore, of the highest importance that a rerious effort 
should be made to awaken a sense of their duties and responsibilities in those who 
may one day b3 wives and mothers, capable of exercising an unbounded inflaence 
for good or evil in our midst. And it is not improbable that a Prayer Book dis- 
tinguished by a rare naturalness of style, and simplicity of diction, and published 
at a merely nominal price, by one who is deservedly esteemed as a_ tried 
friend of working girls, may commend iteelf to many to whom the stereotyped 
prayers of the syuagogue are unattractive or uncongenial. : om 

The unpretentious little volume contains a prefatory meditativn on work—its 
dignity and sacredness; and special supplications for each day of the week, as well as 
prayers on leaving school and begioning apprenticeship; on ending apprenticeship 
and beginning paid work ; on entering domestic rervice; on occasions of bereavement 
and suffering, and also of rejoicing and thanksgiving. One prayer—in view of 
its uniqueness and the possibility of its being misinterpreted—calls fur especial 
notice, It is entitled, a prayer for those who are unavuidably prevented from 
keeping the Sabbath. Every one who reads the Sabbath meditation or the 
prayers for the eve and morning of the Sabbath, must perceive that Miss Montagu 
fully recognises the incomparable moral and epiritual value of a Day of Rest, 
consecrated as a S.bbath of the Lord. But, knowing from personal experience, 
how many of her less fortunate sisters are compelled, by force of circumstances, 
to perform their every-day labours on the Sabbath, and shariog the conviction of 
the wi-e woman of Tckoah that God does not desire that he that is binished 
should ba an outcast from Him, ehe has written a prayer for those who, like 
Jonah of old, feel themselves cast out from before God's eyes, so that they may 
be embuldened to look again towards His Holy Temple. : 

Altogether, Miss Lily Montagu’s maiden effort merits a cordial welcome as a 
valuable addition to our scantily furnished library of devotional literature, and 
we are confident that even as “the lips of the righteous feed many,” prayers 
conceived in so truly religious a spirit and framed in euch graceful and sweetly 
simple language will cl.ange iato flowers in the hands of those who use 
them, and shed a lasting fragrance around the tents of [sracl. A. P. B.

Intended for girls who earn € 
living by hard daily toil, these prayers breathe a sense of duty and ~— —_ 
which could only have been inspired by a real power to enter into t @ anton 
those to whom life presonts many trials and few pleasures, There is a constan 
ery here for faith to God Himself, a prayer that He will never 
let faith in become impossible. What gives these prayers 
their charm is the unreserve with which the writer admits the 
dificulties of the working-girls, and the affectionate effort which | 
she makes to win them to Judaism by showing t/at it has a word to say even 
to those who fail to observe its ceremonies from stress of circumstance. Miss 
Montagu never undervalues the ceremonies, *ut the inclusion of the prayer on 
p. 20 is a triumph of Judaism, and is surely quite unique. It 1s a Prayer for 
those who are unavoidably prevented from Keeping the Sabbath,’ and it extorts 
admiration, Miss Montagu has shown both courage and insight here. “ O 
Lord, in giving up the Sabbath, [am sacrificing some of the purest joys which 
can crown a Jewish life, Iam resolved, my Father, to work as hard as possible 
to improve my circumstances, so that in time they will allow me to give up 
work on the Sabbath and to keep Thy glorious Law.” 


The moral claims of work, and the duty of livinga better life because of 
the mission entrusted to Israel, are enforced in almost every prayer in the 
volume, Here are a few fragments, taken from various pages : ‘“ It is impossible 
to understand life without work. It is to those who are idle that life 
seems hopeless. Lord, I thank Thee for my womanhood, Let me never 
do anything to disgrace it. Help me to develop all its powers, so that I may 
become gentle, truthful, brave, loving, and honourable, and be able to influence 
all around me for good. Let me ever remember that Thou art my God, 
and that lam Thy handmaid. Let me spend a worthy day, so that I may not 
be ashamed, During the day I shall have dealings with men and women 
belonging to a different faith. Help me always to remember that all who do 
righteously are equally pleasing in Thy sight, But since I belong toa race upon 
whom ‘lhou hast showered special favours, help me to show my gratitude unto 
Thee by trying to lead a specially good life, . . Thou hast so ordained our 
lives that work and rest succeed one another—rest to give us strength to work, 
and work to sweeten rest. . . My life often seems so difficult and so sad;
